NEW  NAME  FOR  IGR 

This  edition  of  the  "Planning  Newsletter"  is 
the  first  under  the  new  name.  Department  of 
Community  Affairs.  The  name  change,  which 
became  official  on  July  1,  was  brought  about  by 
the  1975  legislature  in  order  to  better  describe 
both  present  and  future  activities  of  the 
department.  In  regard  to  future  activities, 
Ron  Richards,  the  Director  of  the  DCA,  has 
initiated  a  number  of  actions  designed  to  better 
define  the  role  of  the  Department  and  to  improve 
communications  and  provision  of  services  to 
local  government.  A  significant  "first  step" 
has  already  been  taken  to  improve  communications 
through  the  installation  of  a  toll  free  telephone 
system  which  will  be  completed  sometime  during 
the  month  of  July.  This  system  will  be  avail- 
able to  all  city  and  county  officials  and  will 
effectively  place  the  services  of  DCA  as  close 
as  your  telephone. 

The  divisions  of  planning,  housing,  information 
and  research,  local  government  services,  human 
resources  and  economic  development  provide  the 
"basic  ingredients"  for  a  true  state  conmunity 
affairs  agency.  Complementing  their  activities 
will  be  the  services  of  the  highway  safety  and 
aeronautics  divisions.  Recently  added  to  the 
DCA's  spectrum  of  community  service  activities 
are  the  State  Housing  Board  and  the  State  Coal 
Board.  These  two  boards,  mandated  by  the  1975 
legislature,  will  play  a  major  role  in  the 
state's  future  housing  and  community  develop- 
ment programs. 

The  DCA,  with  the  addition  of  the  new  programs 
described,  will  continue  to  improve  and  concen- 
trate all  available  resources  on  being  the 
advocate  agency  for  local  government  and 
serving,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  a  "one  stop 
shopping  center"  for  our  cities  and  towns. 
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NEW  FUNDS  FOR  COUNTY  PLANNING 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  state  funds  for 
county  planning  will  be  available  on  a  100% 
non-match  basis.  The  funds,  which  will  be 
collected  and  allocated  by  the  state,  will  come 
from  the  recently  imposed  severance  tax  on  coal. 
The  funds  will  be  administered  by  the  Department 
of  Conmunity  Affairs  and  apportioned  to  each 
county,  according  to  the  law,  on  the  basis  of 
each  county's  land  area  and  population.  The 
law  provides  that  40%  of  the  available  funds 
will  be  allocated  to  the  counties  on  the  basis 
of  each  county's  portion  of  the  total  land 
area  of  the  state  and  60%  of  the  funds  will 
be  allocated  on  the  basis  of  the  county's 
portion  of  the  total  population  of  the  state. 

Since  the  total  amount  of  funds  available  will 
be  determined  by  the  amount  of  coal  to  be 
mined  and  its  price  during  the  next  biennium, 
it  is  understandably  difficult  to  project  'total 
receipts;  nowever,  the  Research  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Revenue  has  estimated  that 
approximately  $666,000  will  be  available  for 


county  planning  from  the  coal  tax  during  the 
coming  biennium.  At  this  time,  the  planning 
division  is  anticipating  that  the  first  pay- 
ment to  counties  under  this  program  will  be 
available  by  January,  1976.

NATIONAL  LAND  USE  LEGISLATION 

Debate  over  two  major  federal  land  use  bills, 
HR3510  and  S984,  is  expected  to  reach  a  peak 
before  July  1.  In  general,  both  bills  favor 
maximizing  local  initiative  and  control  of  land 
use  activities  of  state  or  regional  concern 
while  providing  the  state  a  facilitative  role 
in  developing  criteria  and  guidelines  for 
local  government  in  implementing  the  proposed 
land  use  program. 

Since  its  introduction  several  years  ago, 
proposed  federal  land  use  legislation  has  under 
gone  important  changes:  1)  monetary  sanctions 
against  states  for  failure  to  meet  certain 
requirements  have  been  omitted;  2)  proposed 
funding  for  state  land  use  programs  has  jumped 
from  $130  million  to  $800  million;  3)  funding 
to  states  has  increased  from  66%  to  90%  of 
total  program  costs. 


Provisions  of  Udall 's 
S984  are  similar.  To 
the  states  must:  provi 
for  land  use  planning;

Also,  required  elements  of  a  state  program  are 
spelled  out,  including  the  identification  and 
regulation  of  key  facilities,  developments  of 
regional  impact,  major  subdivisions  and  areas 
of  state  concern.  Administration  would  be  by 
local  governments. 

Further  consideration  of  HR3510  was  delayed 
until  June  11  as  the  result  of  a  one-week 
Memorial  Day  recess  and  Democratic  caucus. 
Such  a  delay  was  expected  to  benefit  the  bill's 
opponents  and  give  them  additional  time  to 
lobby  members  of  the  House  Interior  Committee. 


DISTRICT  COUNCIL  CORNER 

$100,000  in  Old  West  Regional  Commission  admin- 
istrative expense  grants  has  been  awarded  the 
Central  Montana  District  Six  Council  and  the 
Provisional  Council  for  District  One.  The 
grants  will  assist  these  sub-state  districts  in 
their  planning  and  development  projects  by 
funding  staff  positions  which  include  a  coordi- 
nator, assistant  coordinator  and  office  manager. 
Duties  will  include  providing  professional 
assistance  to  the  Councils  and  member  govern- 
ments in  social,  economic  and  physical  planning. 
This  type  of  funding  is  available  to  designated 
District  Councils  on  a  year-to-year  basis. 


The  guidelines  for  designation  of  District 
Councils  have  been  revised,  with  the  result 
that  now  only  county  governments  within  a 
District  are  needed  to  form  a  Council.  Munici- 
palities are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the 
[benefits  a  District  Council  can  provide. 
Provisional  designation  has  also  been  eliminated, 


208  PLANNING  PROJECTS 

$1.77  million  in  planning  funds  has  been  set 
aside  for  the  three  208  projects  in  Montana  by 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  This  is 
the  largest  amount  of  planning  money  ever 
awarded  Montana.  The  purpose  of  the  208 
program  is  to  enable  local  governments  to 
develop  a  water  managemetit  plan  to  maintain 
and  restore  water  quality. 

All  three  208  planning  projects  include  a 
significant  amount  of  land  use  planning,  which 
is  a  necessary  part  of  a  long-range  water 
quality  plan. 

Each  208  organization  has  submitted  detailed 
work  plans  and  should  begin  receiving  funds 
shortly.  Grant  request  amounts  reserved  by 
EPA  are  as  follows: 

Flathead  Drainage  208 $495,000 

Middle  Yellowstone  APO  735,000 

Yellowstone-Tongue  APO  540,000 


The  Blue  Ribbons  of  the  Big  Sky  Country  APO  is 
awaiting  EPA  designation  and  will  soon  begin 
water  quality  planning  for  the  Gallatin  and 
Madison  drainages.

TRANSPORTATION  PLANNING:  New  State  Laws 

Two  transportation  bills  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature are  HB436,  which  provides  for  the 
creation  of  public  transit  districts  and 
authorizes  the  assessment  of  12  mills  for 
public  transit  purposes  within  such  districts; 
and  HB254,  which  makes  available  $150,000 
annually  for  reimbursement  up  to  one-half  the 
operating  deficit  of  a  public  transportation 
system.  HB254  will  be  administered  by  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs. 


Applications  from  16  communities  have  been 
submitted  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transpor- 
tation for  mini -buses  to  be  purchased  through 
a  $144,000  grant  awarded  the  Department.  Final 
approval  of  applications  is  expected  within  the 
next  few  weeks.  Anyone  wishing  information  on 
transportation  planning  and  programming  should 
contact  the  planning  division. 


LEGISLATIVE  SUMMARY 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  recently 
passed  bills  which  have  impacts  on  local 
planning  activities  within  the  state: 

House  Bill  76  permits  county,  city-county  and 
city  planning  boards  to  form  joint  or  consoli- 
dated planning  boards  by  interlocal  agreement 
of  the  governing  bodies  affected.  Under 
section  11-3815,  RCM,  1947,  governing  bodies 
have  had  the  authority  to  form  joint  or  con- 
solidated boards.  The  substantive  change 
brought  about  by  HB76  is  that  now  before 
planning  boards  can  be  merged,  governing  bodies 
must  enter  into  a  formal  interlocal  agreement 
which  must  be  approved  by  the  Attorney  General's 
office  pursuant  to  the  Interlocal  Agreement  Act. 

House  Bill  143  authorizes  cities  and  towns  to 
adopt  interim  zoning  ordinances  without  follow- 
ing procedures  normally  required  for  zoning 
ordinances,  to  prohibit  uses  of  land  which  may 
conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal. 
An  interim  ordinance  can  be  imposed  within  and 
up  to  one  mile  beyond  the  city  or  town's 
incorporated  limits.  Notice  must  be  given  and 
a  hearing  held  on  the  ordinance  before  it  can 
take  effect.  An  interim  ordinance  adopted 
under  this  act  is  in  effect  for  six  months  but 
may  be  extended  for  up^to  two  years. 
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House  Bill  341  amends  the  Open-Space  Land  Act 
to  provide  that  certain  tax-exempt  (non-profit) 
private  organizations  (in  addition  to  public 
bodies)  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  gift, 
conservation  easements  in  real  property.  The 
easements,  given  voluntarily  by  the  landowner, 
would  impose  varying  limitations  on  the  develop' 
ment  of  the  property  either  in  perpetuity  or 
for  a  period  of  at  least  15  years.  The  bill 
gives  local  planning  boards  the  right  to  review 
and  comment  on  easements  proposed  within  their 
jurisdictional  areas.  Once  land  has  been 
reserved  to  open  space  use  under  a  conservation 
easement,  it  may  not  be  converted  to  another 
use  unless  the  conversion  is:  a)  necessary  to 
the  public  interest;  b)  not  in  conflict  with 
the  program  of  comprehensive  planning  for  the 
area;  and  c)  permitted  by  the  conditions 
imposed  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the 
conservation  easement. 

House  Bill  488  amends  the  "Greenbelt  Law"  to 
limit  the  agricultural  uses  which  entitled  the 
landowner  to  preferential  real  property  tax 
treatment  under  the  law. 

House  Bill  638:  Present  statutes  provide  that 
the  Department  of  Administration  may  authorize 
municipalities  to  extend  the  application  of 
their  building  codes  up  to  ^h  miles  beyond 
their  city  limits.  HB638  specifies  that  the 
Department  may  also  authorize  the  extension  of 
city  codes  to  all  of  any  platted  subdivision  or 
to  all  of  any  county  zoning  district  (either 
Chapter  41  or  47)  which  is  partially  within  ^H 
miles  of  the  city. 

Senate  Bill  40  amends  the  state's  municipal 

zoning  enabling  act  to  provide  that  if  a 
governing  body  of  a  city  or  town  chooses  to 
appoint  a  board  of  adjustment  (under  the  act 
the  creation  of  a  board  is  not  a  prerequisite 
to  zoning)  it  may  reserve  to  itself  the 
authority  to  grant  what  amount  to  land  use 
variances.  Under  the  present  law  the  courts 
have  held  that  if  a  board  of  adjustment  is 
created,  it  is  autonomous  in  granting  such 
variances.  SB40  allows  governing  bodies  to 
limit  the  discretion  of  the  board. 

Senate  Bill  175  requires  that  prior  to  January 
'l ,  1976,  every  city,  town  and  county  having 
jurisdiction  over  an  area  containing  a  lake  of 
at  least  160  acres  must  adopt  regulations 
governing  the  issuance  of  permits  for  work 
which  will  alter  the  course,  current  or  cross- 
sectional  area  of  the  lake  or  its  lakeshore. 
After  the  regulations  are  adopted,  no  lake 
alteration  may  be  undertaken  unless  a  permit 
therefor  is  obtained  from  the  governing  body. 
Where  a  planning  board  exists,  its  recommend- 
ations as  to  the  regulations  must  be  sought. 


If  the  governing  body  fails  to  adopt  regulations 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conser- 
vation may,  upon  petition  by  owners  of  property 
adjoining  a  particular  lake,  adopt  regulations 
for  the  lake  and  exercise  the  permit  authority 
conferred  upon  governing  bodies. 

Senate  Bill  192  requires  that  parties  to  a 
transfer  of  real  property  file  a  certificate 
with  the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  declaring 
the  consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid  for  the 
property.  This  information  is  to  be  sent  to 
the  Department  of  Revenue  to  be  used  In  deter- 
mining the  assessed  value  of  real  property.  It 
will  not  become  a  matter  of  public  record  and 
must  be  kept  in  confidence  by  the  Department, 
the  Clerk  and  Recorder  and  the  County  Assessor. 

Senate  Bill  227  amends  the  definition  of  "sub- 
division"  contained  in  the  Health  Department's 
subdivision  law  to  coincide  with  the  definition 
in  the  Subdivision  and  Platting  Act  (20  acres, 
etc.);  sets  out  procedures  and  establishes 
time  limits  for  plat  review  by  the  Department; 
authorizes  the  Department  to  impose  fees  for 
plat  review;  and  specifies  that  certain 
divisions  of  land  which  are  exempted  from  local, 
government  review  by  the  Subdivision  and  Plat- 
ting Act  must,  nonetheless,  be  reviewed  and 
approved  by  the  Health  Department.  This  bill 
became  effective  upon  passage. 

Senate  Bill  310  requires  anyone  proposing  to 
physically  modify  a  stream  bed  or  bank  to 
obtain  a  permit  for  the  project  from  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  conservation  or  grazing 
district  in  which  the  site  of  the  proposed 
project  is  located  (or  by  the  county  commission- 
ers If  the  site  is  not  located  within  either 
a  conservation  or  grazing  district).  By 
January  1,  1976,  each  board  of  supervisors 
(and  presumably  each  board  of  county  commission- 
ers where  no  conservation  or  grazing  district 
exists)  must  adopt  rules  governing  the  issuance 
of  permits  which  meet  minimum  standards  to  be 
promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Natural  Resources. 

Senate  Bill  313  requires  clerks  and  recorders 
to  maintain  an  index  to  filed  subdivision  plats 
containing  the  number  of  lots  and  total  area  of 
each  subdivision,  the  date  the  plat  was  filed, 
and  the  quarter  section  in  which  the  subdivision 
is  located. 


HOUSE  BILL  666 

The  Planning  Division  has  prepared  and  mailed 
guidelines  for  the  implementation  of  HB666. 
The  guidelines  and  accompanying  memorandum 
address  the  law's  eight  criteria  to  be  used 
for  determining  whether  a  proposed  subdivision 
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would  be  in  the  public  interest.  The  new  law 
became  effective  April  21,  1975,  when  it  was 
signed  by  the  Governor. 


HOUSE  BILL  672 

HB672,  recently  signed  into  law,  sets  forth  a 
new  concept  for  developing  and  implementing 
city  and  county  land  use  plans  through  a 
complementary  system  of  real  property  taxation. 
In  general,  the  law  is  designed  to  encourage 
desirable  patterns  of  land  use  by  penalizing 
(through  higher  taxes)  land  uses  which  are  in 
conflict  with  adopted  land  use  plans  and 
encourages  conforming  land  uses  by  reducing 
the  tax  load.  118672  will  be  administered  by 
the  Departments  of  Revenue  and  Community 
Affairs.  Under  this  law,  each  incorporated 
city  and  all  counties  are  required  to  develop 
land  use  plans  within  two  years  of  passage  of 
the  act.  The  Department  of  Community  Affairs 
is  charged  with  preparing  land  use  plans  if 
not  done  locally. 

The  Planning  Division  is  currently  developing 
a  work  program  for  implementation  of  HB672  and 
will  advise  city  and  county  governments  and 
their  planning  boards  as  new  information 
becomes  available.

AROUND  THE  STATE 

The  counties  of  Granite  and  Deer  Lodge  are 
jointly  considering  land  use  problems  existing 
within  the  Georgetown  Lake  drainage.  A  number 
of  resource  inventories  and  studies  have  been 
completed  and  further  studies  are  presently 
ongoing.  It  is  hoped  that  a  plan  for  the 
drainage  can  be  developed  based  upon  available 
natural  resource  data  and  land  use  information 
and  the  expressed  opinions  and  desires  of  the 
property  owners.  The  Deer  Lodge/Granite  APO 
plans  to  meet  for  further  discussion  of  the 
project. 


BEAVERHEAD  COUNTY 

County  goals  and  objectives  have  been  formulated 
by  the  Beaverhead  County  Planning  Board,  which 
anticipates  a  draft  of  the  master  plan  by  early 
1976. 


MISSOULA  COUNTY 

Hearings  on  the  comprehensive  plan  for  Missoula 
County  and  an  update  of  the  city  of  Missoula's 
plan  were  held  recently  by  the  Missoula  County 
Planning  Board.  The  plans  have  been  submitted 
to  the  appropriate  governing  bodies  for  consider- 
ation. A  hearing  on  the  county  plan  will  be 
held  by  the  county  commissioners  in  the  near 
future. 


FLATHEAD  APO 

Zoning  ordinances  for  individual  jurisdictional 
areas  are  being  developed  by  the  planning  boards 
within  the  Flathead  APO.  With  assistance  from 
the  APO  staff,  a  zoning  ordinance  for  the  county 
is  also  being  prepared. 


DAWSON  COUNTY 

Basic  steps  for  coordinating  projects  to  imple- 
ment Dawson  County's  comprehensive  plan  will  be 
tackled  by  an  MSU  planning  intern,  Jan 
Blickenstaff ,  recently  hired  by  the  county. 


WOLF  POINT 

With  final  review  of  a  city  zoning  ordinance 
completed  by  the  Wolf  Point  City-County 
Planning  Board,  the  city  council's  approval 
is  the  next  step  prior  to  official  enactment 
of  a  code. 

The  board  is  now  embarking  on  a  mosquito- 
abatement  study  and  has  hired  an  assistant  to 
spearhead  the  project. 


TOOLE  COUNTY 

Toole  has  become  Montana's  44th  county  to  form 
a  planning  board  since  legislation  providing 
for  creation  of  countywide  boards  was  passed  in 
1971.  Members  constituting  the  board  include 
President  Robert  McCormick,  Shelby;  Hjortur 
(Babe)  Hjartarson,  Ethridge;  Nona  Johannsen, 
Sunburst;  Larry  Hemmer  and  Miles  Burd,  Galata; 
Dayle  Ratzberg,  Ledger;  Joe  Kraft,  George 
Pifer  and  Mark  Hatch,  Shelby;  and  Herb  Karst 
and  Wm.  Karst,  Sunburst.  Ex-officio  members 
are  the  three  county  comnissi oners— Tom 
Sherrard,  John  Nesbo  and  Robert  Tomcheck— 
and  secretary,  Shawnee  Brown. 
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LAKE  COUNTY 

Efforts  by  Lake  County  to  enact  an  interim 
zoning  resolution  for  the  Lake  Mary  Ronan 
drainage  were  thwarted  when  a  petition  bearing 
sufficient  signatures  prevented  the  resolution's 
enactment.  Although  this  presents  a  setback 
in  dealing  with  the  drainage  problem,  the  Lake 
County  Planning  Board  is  undertaking  develop- 
ment of  a  plan  for  the  drainage  as  part  of 
their  work  program  for  FY  1975-76. 


WESTERN  FIELD  OFFICE  -  MISSOULA 

Staff  of  the  Division's  Western  Field  Office 
in  Missoula  report  that  all  counties  in  the 
western  portion  of  the  state,  with  the 
exception  of  Sanders,  have  initiated  planning 
efforts.
